He was thought to 


be dead as he was dragged out of 
the wreck by Chief of Police Sexton 
and Private Henry Kruschkna of the 
Third infantry, New Jersey National 
Guard. While being carried into the 
hospital, only a few feet away, how- 
ever, the aviator began to groan, and

Note Is Broken. 


The doctors say that a superficial 


examination 
showed that 
Brookins 


has a broken nose, a severely lacer- 
ated head and face, his eyes are 
closed, and he has general bruises 
about the body. The doctors do not 
expect fatal results from his fall. 


Brookins said later that his fall 


was due to efforts he was making 
while descending to avoid a crowd of 
camera men and other spectators 
grouped on the aviation field a few 
feet in front of the north end of the 
uncovered 
grandstand. , The
